Tne male platypus has spurs 
(sharp daws) on the sides of its 
hind feet. These nasty nails are 
connected to a gland filled with 
poison and are used to defend 
the platypus against predators 
and other male platypuses. 


The Nose Knows 

The two-inch-long black snout of the platypus 
is loaded with sensitive nerve endings, called 
electroreceptors, that can detect the tiniest 
movements of the animal’s prey. 



Hole, Sweet Hole 

The semiaquatic platy¬ 
pus lives in long, wind¬ 
ing burrows on the 
edges of rivers and 
lakes. The female 
chooses a spot, then 
digs a 50- to 65- 
foot-long burrow. 



To Dive For 

A strong swimmer, the platypus can 
make up to 80 dives per hour and 
can hold its breath for up to 10 
minutes. While submerged, the 
animal sometimes takes a rest by 
wedging itself beneath a rock. 
Otherwise its buoyant body would 
float back up to the water’s surface.
